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quired by all. Honors and distinctions of every sort are 
sought for and achieved, thus awakening genuine rejoicing 
in the student’s success. 

The private preparatory school is sending steadily forth 
into all walks of life its stream of industrious, intellectual 
and fair-minded youth. They have instilled into them the 
spirit of service to America and obedience to the law in all 
forms. This is a product in which the preparatory schools 
may take great pride, and which the commercial life of our 
country should welcome into its ranks. 

The value of the preparatory schools in America cannot 
be too highly estimated because it is here that the youth has 
his whole character moulded, and is fitted either for entrance 
into college or to take his place in the ranks of those striving 
to uphold the spirit of America.
